Statement Establishing Unintentional Delay

The date of the check is 
April 4, 2004 (Exhibit "C"). Further evidence that the delay was unintentional is a 
status check report dated September 17, 2004, which records an online attempt to 
determine the status of the application Serial No.: 10/716,194 (Exhibit "D") the 
Patent Office PAIR System.
